The number of births shown 
for each of the years 1943 to 1947 is exclusive of the number of late 
registrations—births registered on the authority of the Registrar General. 
Deaths have been assigned so far as possible to the area of residence, and 
those of non-residents of Eire have been excluded. 





MARCH QUARTER, 1947. 


MARRIAGES. 


The matriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,839, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0:8 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1946. 

Of the total marriages, 3,660 (or 5:3 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 


Church. The remainder (179) is equivalent to 3-6 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 17,386, of which 9,012 
were of males and 8,374 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 23-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0-8 
above that for the first quarter of 1946, 

oe total includes 608 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-5 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 15,968; of this number 8,532 
were of males, and 7,436 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 21-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 4-0 
above the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000, which is the saine 
_ as that for the first quarter of 1946. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid fever of 3, scarlet fever of one, diphtheria of 27, 
dysentery of one, measles of 5, and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) of 7. On the other 
hand deaths from whooping cough have increased by 72. 

The deaths from diarrhao-a and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 232, including 92 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 417, which is 9 more than that 
for the first quarter of 1946. 





Tuberculosis.— Deaths from this disease numbered 981, including 769 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 212 from other foriis of tuberculosis. The figures for the first quarter of 
1946 were 874,677 and 197 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the. first 
quarter of 1947 was 1-3 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 1-0 and all other 
forms 0-3, the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year were 1-2,.0-9 and 0-3. 


Cancer.— Deaths trom cancer numbered 1,014, being equivalent to a rate of 1-4 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1946 the number was 985 and’ the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.— Deaths fron these causes were represented by a rate of 1-4 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-1 for puerperal infection, and 1-3 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2-5, 0-4 and 2-1 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 92 and that for the March quarter of 1946 was 81. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1947 the population was 
2,980,000 (1,508,000 males and 1,472,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

Of the total marriages, 3,660 (or 5-3 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
ees The remainder (210) is equivalent to 4:3 per 1,000 of the population other thas 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 18,807, of which 9,646 
were of males and 9,161 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 25:2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 1-1 
above that for the second quarter of 1946. 

na total includes 726 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-9 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,167; of this number 5,946 
were of males, and 5,221 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 15-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-9 
above the rate for the second quarter of the preceding year. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000, which is 0-1 
above that for the second quarter of 1946. . 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show increases in the case of typhoid fever of one, scarlet fever of one, whooping 
cough cf G0, and measles of 22. On the other hand deaths from diphtheria have decreased by 
14, and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 18. | 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 166, including 59 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 139, which is 80 less than that 
for the second quarter of 1946. 


Tuberculosis. —Deatiis from this disease numbered 1,062, including 812 from pulmonary 
tubercuiosis and 250 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the second quarter of 
1946 were 1,000, 746 and 254 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the second 
quarter of 1947 was 1-4 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 1-1 and all other 


forms (3, the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year were 1-3, 1-0 and 0-3. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 904, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 
of the pop:tlation ; in the corresponding quarter of 1946 the number was 936. and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.— Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-1 for puerperal infection, and 1-2 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1-4, 0-1 and 1-3 for the second quarter of last year.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,947 equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-3 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1946. 

Of the total marriages, 4,653 (or 6-7 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Bane The remainder (294) is equivalent to 6-0 per 1,000 of the population other than 

atholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 17,365, of which 9,034 
were of males and 8,331 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 23-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0-5 
above that for the third quarter of 1946. 

The total includes 550 illegitimate births, equiv alent to 3-2 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,299;. of this number 4,432 
were of males, and 3,867 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 11-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-3 
below the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represente =d an annual rate of 0-3 per 1,000, which is 0-1 
below that for the third quarter of 1946. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show increases in the case of scarlet fever of one, whooping cough of 25, measles of 
33, and typhus of one. On the other hand deaths from typhoid fever have decreased by 3 
diphtheria by 17, and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 102. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 156, including 68 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 25, which is 21 less than that 
for the third quarter of 1946. 





tuberculosis and 219 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the third quarter of 
1946 were 745, 561 and 184 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the third 
quarter of 1947 was 1-2 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9 and all other 
forms 0-3, the respective rates for the third quarter of the preceding year were 1-0, 0-8 and 0-2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 929, being equivalent to a rate.of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1946 the number was 931 and the rate 1-2. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-8 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-2 for puerperal infection, and 1-6 for other PuererS causes, 
as compared with 1-6, 0-3 and 1-3 for the third quarter of last year.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,644 equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:9 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-1 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1946. . 

Of the total marriages, 3,398 (or 4:9 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (246) is equivalent to 5-0 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,044, of which 7,773 
were of males and 7,271 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 20-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0-5 
below that for the fourth quarter of 1946. 

The total includes 429 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2-9 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,701; of this, number 4,587 
were of males, and 4,114 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 11-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-8 
below the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000, which is the 
same as that for the fourth quarter of 1946. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of 1946, the deaths from these 
diseases show increases in the case of scarlet fever of 3, whooping cough 20, and measles 


14. On the other hand deaths from typhoid fever have decreased by 5, diphtheria by 22, % 


and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 42. 
The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 180, including 63 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 27, which is 23 less than that 
for the fourth quarter of 1946. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 736, including 579 from pulmonary — 


tuberculosis and 157 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the fourth quarter of 
1946 were 714, 572 and 142 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the fourth 
quarter of 1947 was 1-0 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-8 and all other 
forms 0-2, the respective rates for the fourth quarter of the preceding year were also 1-0, 0-8 
and 0-2. 


Cancer.—Deaths’from cancer numbered 926, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 


of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1946 the number was 954.and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-1 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-4 for puerperal infection, and 1-7 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1-5, 0-3 and 1-2 for the fourth quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,006 births 
registered) was 64 and that for the December quarter of 1946 was 62. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year.1947 the population was 
2,972,000 (1,503,000 males and 1,469,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages registered during the year numbered 16,300, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-4 below that for the year 1946. 

Of the total marriages, 15,371 (or 5-5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
ere The remainder (929) is equivalent to 4-7 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 68,602, of which 35,465 
were of males and 33,137 of females. 


This number represents a rate of 23-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-5 
above the rate for the year 1946. 


The total includes 2,313 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-4 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 44,135; of this number 23,497 were 
of males, and 20,638 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 14-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1:0 
above the rate for the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—-represented an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000, which was 
the same rate for the year 1946. 


When compared with the corresponding figures for the preceding year deaths from 
these diseases show increases in the case of scarlet fever of 4, whooping cough 178, and 
measles of 64. On the other hand deaths from typhoid fever have decreased by 10, diph- 
theria by 80, and diarrhcea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 169. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 734, including 
282 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 608, which was 115 less than 
that for the year 1946. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 3,634, comprising 
2,796 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 838 fron other forms of tuberculosis. The figures 
for the year 1946 were 3,333 all forms, 2,556 pulmonary and 777 other forms respectively. The 
rate for deaths from all forms of this disease for 1947 was 1-2 per 1,000, the rate for 
pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9, and all other forms 0-3; the respective rates for 1946 
were 1-1, 0:9 and 0-2. 


Cancer.— Deaths from cancer numbered 3,773, being equivalent to arate of 1:3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the year 1946 the number was 3,806, and the rate also 1:3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 1:7 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-2 for puerperal infection, and 1-5 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1-8, 0-3 and 1-6 for 1946. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births
